Soveraign z or how can he Expect, by a Pamphlet, to Gain up» 
on him, to the Violation of all theſe Duties ? And yet we ſee the 
Point purſued, thoigh no way in the world to be Effected but 
by a Sedition : which, by the method taken, a body would ſu 
pect to be the Buſineſs too; for the Dint of the Diſcourſe ſtrikes 
altogether that way. ? is the Popiſh Succeſſor I muſt Confeſs that 
makes the Report ;, and the Wind drives the Smeak in the face 
of the Duke ; but *cis the King all this while thar receives the 
Shot. As for Example : He takes ye the Treachery of a Wolf, the 
Fierceneſs of a Tyger, the Ingratitude of a Pardowd Traytor ; and 
heres, in ſhort, the Compoſition of his (haraFer of a Papiſh Snc- 
cefſor , with Slavery and Damnation at his Heels. T his Frightfull 
Figure puts the People naturally upon That Queſtion, AF. 16. 30. 
What muſt we do to be ſav'd? Why truly ( ſays the Charatter ) phe 
King has loſt himſelf Strangely with ſticking to his Brother. 
Lis Peoples Knees are almoſt as Stubborn, as their Petitions and Pray- 
ers have been Ineffe tual. ( And I am affratd there are tao many, who 
in Deteſtation of that One Gangreen'd Branch of Royalty, car ſcarce 
forbear ( how Undutfully ſorver ) to «Aurmyr, aud Revile, even at 
that Imperial Root that Cheriſhes it, Pa.10. Part 1.) Inſomuch that 
{_ in Studying to Prevent Tyranny ey grow Jealous of Monarchy, "_ 
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And ſo far from Supplying the Real and moſt Preſſing Neceſſityes of his 
Majeſty, that they are rather well pleas'd, and Triumph, mm his Great- 
eſt Wants : andthat perhaps ; when his Glory, nay poſſibly whea his near- 
elt Safety calls for their . Aſſiſtance. P, 11,7] 

The Writer of the Character has told the People a Heavy 
Tale here, but what if their Knees will not bend? what if there be 
Murmurings and Revilings;, and not one farthing of mony to be 
gotten ? Are weever the nearer the Dzſiheriting of a Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor, for all this? No ; But if the King will not yield, the Cha-

That Bugbear, Paſſive Obedi- 
Ence, #5 4 Notion crept into the World, and moſt Tealouſly, andper- 
baps as Ignorantly Defended [Kings were made for the People, and 
710t the People for the King P. 21.7] And yet onceagain. [ If now at 
leſt Popery muſt, and ſhallcome in ; ( as by Law it cannot ) and conſe- 
quently muſt be reſtor'd by Arbitrary Power : 1f a new Monarchy, 
then a new Congquelt ; and if a Conqueſt, Heaven forbid we ſhould 
be Subdu'd like lefs then Engliſhmen ; or be Debarr'd the Common 
Right of All Nations, which 15, to Reſiſt, and Repell any Invader, 
zf we can P. 21.7] Now to run it ſhort ( he might eenas well have 
told us in plain Terms; Lookto your Selves my Maſters: Heres a 
Popiſh Succeſſor coming on: that will ſend yeu all ts the Devil. Te have 
the whole Nation on your ſide, Never trouble your beads about the Kin g. 
What's a KING? What is this LORDS ANOINTED ? Is he not 
Our Servant? May not we Refilt him if be Invade #4? Paſſive Obe- 
dience #5 4 Bugbear and does not concern vs here in- England, 
Wherefore let us Maintain our Rights, or _ like Engliſhmen, 1f 
This be not a Sedition, Contriv'd, Chalk'd out, and Juſtified. 
I do not know what Is. 

Tothis Choratter of a Popiſh Succeſſor, &Cc. I wrote a Reply, Enti- 
tled, The Charatter of a Papiſt in M.ſquerade ; to which the Au- 


thor of the Firſt (harafter has now put out a Rejoynder, which he 


calls, The Charatter of a m_ Succeſſor Complete : In Defence of the 
Firſt Part ; againſt Two Anſwers, One Written by 14. L'Etrange, 
call'd The Papiſtin Maſquerade, QC. And Another, by an unknown 
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Charafter of a Popiſh Succeſſor. 7 


Upona Thorough Examination of this Piece, I find it to be 
only a Pompows, Wordy Thing, and wholly made up of Shifts, and 
Suppoſitions ; without ſo much as one Argument. either Offer'd, or 
Anſwer'd, upon the Streſs of the Queſtion - ſo that I ſhall ; both + 
for the Readers eaſe, and my own, paſs over the Ramble of his 
Diſcourſe,” and keep my ſelf as cloſe as I can to the Subject in 
hand. 

It is the main Scope of his Deſign, firſt, to ſhew the People a 
Popiſh Succeſſor, in Imagination, as Black and Hideous as the De- 
viland Malice can Paint him. 2. to ſet forth the Abſolute N eceſſi- 
ty of Barring, and Precluding ſuch a Succeſſor, upon pain of Boz- 
dage, and Damnation. And 3. Since the King will not be wrought 
upon, againſt his Brother ; To teach his Subjects a way of doing 
it by themſelves; by Abfolving them in this Particular Caſe from 
the Common Tyes of {briſtianity, Prudence, and Allegeance. 

To Theſe Three General Heads, I oppos'd Certain Previ- 
ous Conſiderations, which he takes very little notice of in 
his Reflections upon my Papers, though the whole 
ſum of this Controverſie does moſt undeniably depend upon 
the Reſolving of thoſe Points. But of this hereafter. As to 
the reſt, I followed my Parallel, betwixt the Bare-fac'd Fe- 
ſuts, and the Diſeuis'd 5 betwixt the Proceedings of One and 
Forty, and of Eizhty One, as a neceflary Precaution, that un- 
der the Pretence of Aboliſhing the NAME of Popery, we might 
not Efablif the DOCTRINE of it. 

In the firſt Page of the Preface, it is obſerved upon L'Eſ#ranges 
Charatter, that [_ the fole Drift of his Book, was not in the leaſt to 
Expoſe Popery any further, then to make the Fanatical and Feſuitt- 
cal Principles agree, &C. ] 

Well! and what can expofe Popory further then to prove it 
Fanaticym ,, and to Range the Papiſts with the Smiters of their 
Fellow-ſervants, ( Matth.24.49. ) and according to that Dread- 
ful Sentence, (atth. 24.51.) to appoint Feſuzrs their Portion 
with the Hypocrztes ? 

Take his Opinion ( ſays the CharaQter) abſtrafted from that De- 
fign, and his whole Book_ has no other aim, but to make All *our Dan- 
gers of Popery, and a Popiſh Succeſſor ;, and all the whole Plot againſt 


the King, Religion, and Government ( to uſe his own Phraſe, P.69.)

*my firſt (haratter( P. 53.) As to that way which is matter of 
«Parliamentary Cognizance I reckon it my Duty to Acquieſce in -

See: what Work he makes now upon theſe following words in 
my. (Firſt Charaiter. P.69.) With Reyerenceto the 
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© Conſtitution of good and wholſome Laws, it is not preſently to 
'< Cite a <£tatute, or ſay there's a Frecedent, for thoſe Laws, that 
© are Repugnant to the Light of Nature and Common Right, are 
<Nulities in themſelves. 

Now ( ſays he. ) Here's one of the boldeſk Maſter-ſtrokes of the Pen 
that ever came in Print. This Point once gain'd, All the Proteſtant 
Laws ſince the Reformation, axd the whole Fabrickof the Preſent 
Government, are Totally Subverted. 'T1s but a Popiſh Succeſſor belie- 
wing and maintaining that all the Proteſtant Laws ever ſince Harry the 
Eigth's Perverſion, are againſt the Light of Nature, and Conſequent- 
ly, Nullityes in themſelves, ; 

His Logique, I perceive, is all of a piece : If oze Popiſh Prince 
be a Tyrant, or a Faith-breaker, All MUST be ſo.

Each in his proper Sphere of Aftsvity, without interfering : eAudtill 
This again comein nſe, lock for no Peace, ] This was the Principle 
(9 
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of 4.1. and 42. brought off as well as the matter would bear. 

From hence he proceeds upon the agitation of the Queſtion of 
Diſmheriting ;, which ( asT have ſaid before ) is nothin gat all to 
my buſineſs ; nor of any moment in the leaſt to the deciding of 
this Controverſy, till all other Rubs and Difficulties that Ilye in 
the way to't ſhall be firſt clear?d + andeſpecially that undenyable 
Impediment of the Kings Refuſal ; which muſt be allow'd on all 
hands ( whether the thing may be Lawfully done, or not ) to. be 
an Obſtacle not to be Diſputed, . or Oppos'd. 

The Character-maker, ( Pag. 26. ) finding himſelf pinch'd,.

Writ it ſelf; brings himſelf at laſt to this Notable Reſolution of 
parting with his Religion rather then his Argument. 

The Correſpondence ( ſays he, P.26.)) between Ours and the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians Caſe is here ſs incoherently ballanced,[byLEſtrange,] 
that never were eArguments more FantaFtical. The P:imitive 
Chriſtians preacht Obedience to Nero; Yes, and they had forfeited 
their Chriſtianity, if they had done otherwiſe. Bat what was that Ne- 
ro? en Abſolute Monarch : «42d what thoſe Primitive Biſhops? 
-- Net ſuch as Ours ;, they were not a part of the Legiſlative Power of 
_ the Nation, as Our Prelates are. If Nero invented Racks, Tertures, 

and Gibbets, for Perſecuting or marthering the poor Chriſtians ; be did - 
:t by bis own nncontrolable Authority z nor were thoſe Primitive Bi- 
ſhops calld to make Laws, and therefore had not the Lawfull power of 
the leaſt Vote in moderating of Nero's Cruelty, or in redreſſe of the 
Chriſtians Torments. 

The Authour begins now, to ſpeak Ergl;hh. Firſt, he lips in : 
the difference of the Caſe betwixt an e.Mbfolute, and a Limited 
eMonarch, 'Tis true ; the One Acts according to his Pleaſure; the 
Other is ſo far bounded by Rules, and Laws, that it is a Violation - 
of Honokr, and Conſcience, in Ordinary Caſes, to paſs thoſe Li-- 
mits. But what is all this tothe Subjetts Obedience ? For 'tis as 
much Rebellion, in Them, to take up Arms, contrary to-Law, a— 
eainſt a Limited Monarch that plays the Tyrant ; as againſtan Ab-- 
folate Prince that Governs by his Own FW: For the Duty of the - 
Subjeft is the ſame to the One, as to the Other z unleſs there be-. 
ſome clear and explicite Proviſion, or Stipulation inthe Govern-- 
ment, to the Contrary. And his Other- Shift, upon the-Difle- | 
Fence betwixt Their Biſhops and Ore, looks as if Mr.Depuy ha” 
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written that out of his own e Hother-wit, withont conſulting his 


Oracle : For how ſhould that Diverſity of the Caſe operate upon 
the poynt of Paſſive Obedience, to make It more or leſſe a Duty ? He 


has but one way in the world, thatI can ſee, to ſupport his. 


Argument ; and that muſt be by deſtroying his Cauſe - For if 
there be no more then this in't that the Primitive Biſhops had 
no Votes in Parliament, which our Prelates have, his Meaning 
- is, that when they come once to Vote in Parliament, they Act 
no longer in the condition of Subjefs; which is a further Expla. 
nation of himſelf upon a Coordinate State : Only Ithink he had 
35 good have kept himſelf under the Blind of a Legiſlative Power, 
without Tranſlating it into the Power of MAKING LAWS, For 
though the Two Houſes may be properly ſayd to eMHakz, or to 
Prepare Bills ; yet the making of Laws is the Sole Priviledge of 
the Supreme Magiſtrate. Ifby what he ſays of the Power (or 
Right rather ) of moderating Votes, he intends only Offices of 
Mediation, or Councell;; fo far, *tis well enough : but if heſtays 
there, 'twill never do his buſineſs ; for there muſt be Relolution 
alſo, and Action, as well as debate, and Advice; and that's the 
thing he does more then intimate he would be at, in the remain- 
ing art of this Paragraph. 

We are not (fays he pag. 30 )ro wait Gods further Pleaſure, and 
Providences to come, with ſo entire a Reſignation, till we negleft a Lays 
Tull Prefervation, when approaching Rume Threatens us. 

The Queſtion ( with the Author's favour ) is not the »eghe ng 
of Lawfull means, but whether the Expedient here under Conſide- 
Fation be Lawf#l, or xot: And the Writer of the Character is fo 
candid, as in the next Clauſe to come within a very little of a- 
greeing with L'Eſtrange, in the Negative. [However ( ſays he) 
that the Authors Opinion may not appear ſo ſtrangely Enormons, nor 
his Paſſion ſo wholly deſtruftive to Government, and ſo oppoſite to Chri- 
ſtianity as his Anſwer would render it, let us makg a little Explanation 


of the Charatter, &Cc. 7] But he does yet, in the ſame Page, declare - 


himſelf, that Paſſive Obedzence may be layd aſide, under the Ty- 
ranny of a Popiſh Succeſſiox ; That is to ſay, It is Lawfull for Prote- 
flevt Subjefts to Reſiſt a Popiſh Prince, in the Aftuall Poſſeſſion of 
his Authorsty, and Government : For ſo he expounds himſelf(P.

none dne to a Forreign Invader z and 'tis a plain caſe, that the Pope 
Supremacy ertring into England 5s an Invading, ad Uſurping 
Repality. 
Low the Opinion of a Prince ſhall diſcharge Subjects of their 
Obedience to Laws, I cannot imagine ; Or by what Right one 
ſort of People under the ſame Government ſhall pretendto Over- 
rule another in ſuch a Caſe. Or I would fain know, whether 
upon the ſame Ground they may not alter the Form of the Go- 
vernment as well as deſtroy the Lawfull Succeſſor. Or, in one word, 
is not the Government already overthrown, and all the Laws, 
»/ofato, dillolv'd.in this very Poſition ? Thoſe Laws that have 
made us the Envy of the Chriſtian world, and the Glory and Bul- 
wark of the Reformation., And again, if the People may be 
Judges in This Caſe, they may, upon the ſame pretenſe, be Judges 
in any Other , andas weil exterminate a Prince for any other Rea- 
fon, as for his Religion. "Tis but for Mr. Deputy to tell the People, 
that the King himſelf is not fit to Govern ;, and what has his Maje- 
ſty ro expect, but to march after his Brother ?

C1 cannot find ( he fays ) by this Text, By Me Kings reign, &c, 
But that By Xe Subjefts poſſeſs their Lawfull Inheritance, might 
Claim the ſame Right. P. 32. 

The Queſtion is not, the Kings Diſpoſſeſſing Subjetts of their 
Lawfull Inheritance, but the Subjects Diſſpoſleſling a Prince of his 
Lawfull Birthright ; And by his Argument, Popsſh Subjefs may be 
Diſpoſſeſs*d as well as a Popsſh Succeſſor, and Phanatical SubjeCts too 
2s well as Popiſh; If a point of Occaſional or Preventional Prudence 
ſhall over-rule a Peſitive Law : And according to his Deſcant, 
By me Kings are DEPOSED (that a Houſe of Commons may 
Reign ) is as good Divinity as By me Kings REIGN, though the 
One is a matter of Divine Inſtitution, for the Comfort of man- 
kind in General, and the other only a Divine permiſſion for the 
Puniſhment of ſome Particular Princes or People. And ſee now 
how Extravagant an Inſtance he has brought in for his ſupport. 

Nor can I perceive { fays he Ibid. ) that there lyes ſo much Streſſe m 
Gods giving the Government of the Earth, Man, and Beaſt;nnts whom 
it ſeemed meet unto him,as to Nebuchadnezzer in the Text, but that a 
MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARZIN, written by the «Al- 
mighties own hand againſt bis Impious Heir, the Sacrilegious, Ido- 
latrous Belſhazzar was 4s much the word of God, and bad as much Di- 
vine Inſtitution 5» « 4 By me Kings reign. 

His Application here, is not only Rude, and Impertinent, to 
the Higheſt Degree; but the Argument flyes directly in the face 
of him; unleſs he can ſhew ſuch another Hand-writing upon the 
Wal, againſt his R. Highneſs, as is here produc'd againſt Balſhaz- 
z4# : Beſide that the Intervening of an «41lmighty Power in the 
Caſe, does as good as tell us that the Diſinheriting of Princes is a 
priviledge Reſerved, by God, Peculiarly to Himſelf. 

He proceeds ( P 33. ) ts Invaliaate ( as he pretends ) the (hief 
Argument of al my Diſcourſe, and the Fundamental Deſign of »y whole 
Pampbhlet, Viz. The Un-alterable Right of Succeſſion. ] And advances, 
Confounding Extraordinary, with Common Caſes. 

Now fo far am 1 from laying the Streſs of my Diſtourſe upon 
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that Text, that I have Induſtriouſly Declin'd the Qneſtion, as 
the laſt Article to be handled in this Controverſy. And then he 
ſpoils the Cauſe with the very eagerneſs of defending it,by draw- 
ing Concluſions from God's Unaccountable Atings, upon Im- 
mediate Revelation, or Direction, to the Prattices of men that 
are under certain Common,and Indiſpenſable Rules and Methods 
of Obedience and Government [” SoT mely a (are( ſays he p. 34.) 
did the Great Fonnder of Empires, the Divine Omnipotence take, ts 
ſhew that the Diſpenſations of Majeſty, for bus Peoples good, and his 
own Glory, were to be preferr'd before the Soveraignty of Birth, thas 
Blinder Gift of Chance. 

This does only prove that God Reſerves to himſelf a Freedom 
of Diſpenſing with his own Laws, but not the leaſt ſhaddow of 
any ſuch Power Delegated to the People, to Diſpenſe with Gods 
Laws ; andlet any man Conſider, whether is the more Compe- 
tent Proviſion for the Glory of God, and the Good of bis People, that 
men ſhould be Ty'd up, thongh (with ſome Inconvenience) under 
God's Appointment, to the Orders of Government, where the 
Publick Peace is preſerv'd, and the Harmonyof Humane Society 
maintain'd, or to leave the Multitude the Judges of thoſe mat- 
ters which only belong tothe Supreme Magiſtrate, and at liber- 
ty to change Governments and Governours as often as they 
pleaſe, which muſt Inevitably run into Conſequences of Bloud 
end Confuſion. And if this be not the thing he would be at, 
what's the meaning of his recommending the Precedent of the 
Late King of Portugal to the Engliſh, asa Pratticable Example. 

Have we not had ( ſays he, Ibid.) « Late King of Portugal De- 
pofed, 4s Delirious, ard Frantick, and Conſequently ren Lav 
Uncapable of Reigning ; and eAll this done by HIS OWN SUBJECTS, 
and thoſe of HIS OWN Religion, without the leaſt Refleftionof Trea- 
ſen or Rebellion, or the Aſperſion of lifting a hand againſt the Lords 
Anointed. 7] As who ſhould ſay, what « ſtir is here made about the 
Duke of York? As if it were ſuch a matter to Exclude a Popsſh Suc- 
ceſſor. I le ſhew ye a wayto get quit of the King himſelf though a Pro- 
teſtant, and. in the Legal Exerciſe of his Authority. But then 
you'l ſay there muſt be Delirium,or Frenzy in the caſe? Juſt ſo much 
as was found in the Late King will be enough to do the Buſineſs. 
Do but poſſeſs the People once that the Kiny is a Papsſt, and that-
